Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the applicants' representative and the examiner discussed possible 
amendments to the claims to overcome the prior art. The representative indicated that the nature of the analyte and 
bulk gases in Ketkar are different from those in the application. The examiner indicated that Ketkar taught the method 
disclosed in the application in a general form, with specific gases used as examples, and the method is not defined by 
the nature of the gases. The examiner also indicated that in her opinion the pending claims read on Ketkar in view of 
Nishina, who discloses exactly the same analyte gases as the applicants. Therefore, the examiner maintains her 
position in the present case .
